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Historic Guildhall to be sold 



I WEYMOUTH'S historic 


AN ’’historic and presti¬ 
gious” Weymouth build¬ 
ing looks set to be sold off 
to the highest bidder by 
the council, as repair costs 
continue to climb. 

Councillors voted in 
favour of selling the 
Guildhall when they met 
to discuss the long-term 
future of the building, 
which is currently used 
for council meetings and 
the registrar. 

The building’s western 
elevation is currently 
being repaired at a cost of 
£92,000 following a engi¬ 
neering survey which 
identified a number of de¬ 
sign defects leading to the 
deterioration of the Grade 
II listed building. 

Suggestions put forward

by members of the man¬ 
agement committee for 
the redevelopment of the 
building included a 
restaurant and bar. 

Councillor Peter Chap¬ 
man said: “Its not just a 
question of who repairs it 
but one of who will use 
the building itself. 

“I agree from the coun¬ 
cil point of view that we 
use it to hold meetings 
there but we don‘t need 
the upkeep costs, espe¬ 
cially when compared to 
the income we get from 
it. 

“It’s not viable to keep 
long term unless we 
make use of it. In terms 
of repair options, English 
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Heritage’s preferred re¬ 
pair option is not the 
full-scale costly option. 

“It should be noted 
there is a risk with the re¬ 
duced option but, I’m in 
favour of the recommen¬ 
dations which include 
the building being dis¬ 
posed of in the long 
term.” 

Engineers have only 
promised an 80 per cent 
success rate from the 
£38,000 “preferred op¬ 
tion” of pinning the un¬ 
stable stonework to the 
building’s brickwork. 

A further £27,000 of 
remedial work will also 
be required during this 
phase of repairs. 

The sale price of the 
building would reflect its 
condition. It will require 
an estimated £100,000 
spent on repairs to the 
northern elevation (St 
Edmund Street) within 
the next few years. 

Councillor Brendan 
Webster said: “This is 
about the future of the 
building and someone 
else making better use of 
it and paying to do that. 

“It’s really a question 
of do we wait until mid 
2011 for the potential 
uptake of use, or say 
,while it is in the process 
of repair, do people want 
to start thinking about 
taking it over now?” 

Councillor Kate 
Wheeler said: “I have an 
emotional attachment to 
the building more than 
any anyone else, but 


what concerns me is that 
we are in a transitional 
period at the moment and 
we are taking about dis¬ 
posing of the building. 

“I would be loathe to 
make a decision to dis¬ 
pose of it and then wish 
we hadn’t because there 
is nowhere as an alterna¬ 
tive. In the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. We can 
afford to hold of until 
people are willing to start 
investing in bars and 
businesses again. 

“We should go along 


with the repairs and hold a clearer idea of what we 
off disposal until we have are doing as a council.”

For anyone interested in meeting Lucy, she will 
be painting in the Blue Lias Gallery on Saturday, 
September 25th. 


■ HAVE you always painted seascapes? 

I think because I moved back here after uni, and I have 
always stayed in coastal locations since then, it became 
a massive inspiration to me. You can’t help but be in¬ 
spired by it. I’ve painted the Cobb so many times and it 
never ceases to amaze me how beautiful this area is. 

■ WHERE are the best coastlines to paint? 

The three favourites at the moment are here in Lyme 
Regis, and right across the Dorset coast as well, up to 
Lulworth Cove. Then down to Cornwall and St Ives Bay, 
there are lots of great coastlines down there. Also the 
Gower Peninsula in South Wales, there are lots of amaz¬ 
ing features along there. 

■ ARE there any places you would like to visit and 
paint? 

I spent some time travelling around Australia and New 
Zealand and I always thought I would go back and do 
some paintings there and maybe get represented by gal¬ 
leries over there. It has always been in the back of my 
mind to go back. 

■ HOW would you describe the style of your work? 

It has sort of evolved. I’ve created this signature of iri¬ 
descence and texture. My style is not naturalistic, I try 
to capture the essence of the place. How you feel when 
you sit by the ocean, and that lovely feeling you get. It 
would probably be considered expressionist or roman¬ 
tic. 



■ WHO are the artist that influence you? 

My most recent collection is based on Michael Turner be¬ 
cause I just love the way he paints light, he is known as 
the painter of light. I get very inspired by the way he has 
used light and captured it and that is what I tried to do as 
well. I try not to follow too many artists though because 
I think it’s important to have your own style and a lot of 
people do say that I have my own style. I think that is be¬ 
cause of my conscious effort not to copy anybody else. 

■ What made you come back to Dorset? 

Well when I was doing my degree in London every week- 
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end I just wanted to get back down to the coast. I felt quite 
claustrophobic living in London, I loved the lifestyle, 
there was a lot going on but I feel most alive when I am 
stood next to the ocean and that lovely expanse of space. 
So I couldn’t wait to get back. 

■ WHAT advice would you give to young aspiring 
artists? 

When I started at university I never thought in a million 
years that I would become an artist. I never thought you 
could make a living out of it and I just thought you’ve got 
to get a job and paint on the side. It was only the confi¬ 
dence I got from when my work started to sell that I 
started to think it was something I could do for a living. 
You’ve just got to have the confidence to go out there and 
show your work. I know it’s hard because I have had gal¬ 
leries turn me down and it is heartbreaking when that hap¬ 
pens but there will be galleries that do love your work and 
who will find the clients that love it too. And there is noth¬ 
ing better than selling a painting. 

■ IS it sad to see a painting go? 

Kind of but then I think that they have obviously bought 
that because they are going to get pleasure from looking 
at it and that makes me feel great that they are filling their 
home with my work and enjoying it. Sometimes there is 
the odd painting I fall in love with and its sad to see it go. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Ruth Jones, for some dry comedy value. Maybe as her 
Nessa Character from Gavin and Stacey for part of the 
evening. The Dalai Lama, for some wisdom and inspira¬ 
tion on life and Banksy, I am intrigued to find the mystery 
behind the artist even though his style is complete oppo¬ 
site to mine.

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Bridge traffic misery 
for Portland residents 

PORTLANDERS are facing four weeks of misery 
getting on and off the island as essential main¬ 
tenance work is carried out on Portland Road. 

A quad bike will guide motorists through the 
area as traffic is reduced to one lane across Ferry 
Bridge while Dorset County Council completes 
essential works. 

The disruption will start on Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 20th, as work to refurbish the bridge joints 
and re-waterproof its deck is carried out. 

Engineers will work from 7am to midnight, with 
manually operated traffic lights in place during 
those hours, alongside a lOmph speed limit. 

The work includes installing a new waterproof 
layer, new kerbing and whole new road from 
foundation to surface. 

DCC bridge engineer John Burridge said: "Be¬ 
cause the bridge is very narrow for the work we 
are doing - the waterproof layer has to overlap 
so we will be working on over half the bridge 
width at a time - a quad bike will be guiding traf¬ 
fic through the area to ensure that all vehicles 
stick to the lOmph speed limit." 

Routine maintenance on the deck drainage, 
tidying up the service ducts either side of the 
roadway and other necessary work will be car¬ 
ried out to avoid disruption in the future. 

As part of the Portland Beach Road cycleway 
improvement, the pedestrian handrail on the 
Fleet side (west side) of the bridge will be re¬ 
placed with a new 1.4metre high parapet early 
next year. Traffic management will not be 
needed for this work. 

Pedestrian movement across the bridge will be 
unaffected. 

Pet microchipping 

THE council's dog warden will be offering a dis¬ 
counted rate micro-chipping service for dogs and 
cats. 

Pets can be taken to the Esplanade by the dog ex¬ 
ercise area between today (Thursday) from 10am - 
3pm to take advantage of this offer. It can save time 
and worry if pets go missing or are injured and costs 
just £11. 

Owners will also be able to register cats and dogs 
with the council for £4, which can help pets to be 
identified via a tag.

Step closer for joint 
council workforce 


COUNCILLORS have given the 
green light to a number of key steps 
aimed at saving millions of pounds 
and improving services throughout 
Weymouth and Portland. 

The key principles for recruiting a 
single chief executive for both West 
Dorset District Council and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil have been agreed. 

The decision to merge workforces 
represents the biggest change to the 
area’s local government for 35 years 
as the two councils bid to improve 
services and save £8.5 million over 
five years. 

The chief executives of both au¬ 
thorities will now have to battle it 
out for the top job during a compre¬ 
hensive recruitment process, testing 
their ability to lead and develop a 
new and larger organisation. 

Tom Grainger and Dave Clarke are

the chief executives for WPBC and 
WDDC respectively. 

Councillor Geoff Petherick, Brief 
Holder for Corporate Affairs and 
Continuous Improvement, said: 
“Both councils will need to be satis¬ 
fied that we have a chief executive 
who can take us forward and respond 
to the challenges and opportunities 
that we face.” 

The joint workforce would deliver 
services to 162,000 residents, over 
6,100 businesses and the millions of 
visitors to the areas governed by 
West Dorset District Council and 
Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council. 

The councils would continue to be 
two separate authorities, each setting 
its own budget and council tax. Both 


would still be able to deliver the 
services that local people want in the 
way that is most appropriate for their 
area. 

The partnership aims to protect 
valued local services at a time when 
government funding is about to fall 
significantly 

The two councils have experience 
of successfully working together 
through a pioneering revenues and 
benefits partnership, where they 
have improved services and saved 
£200,000 each year - a saving of £1 
million since the partnership began. 

WDDC Leader Robert Gould said: 
“This is the key post to setting up the 
new joint staffing structure for the 
two councils and it is crucial that we 
get it right. I am sure that the process 
will be robust and testing for the can¬ 
didates, as it should be for this vital 
post.”

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Council split over raised parking charges

MOTORISTS are to be hit 
with further costs as prices 
in Weymouth car parks are 
hiked up to help fill a cash 
shortfall caused by the 
transport package. 

Initial plans to increase 
charges for parking in the 
town’s periphery car parks, 
overnight on-street parking 
and residents’ permits were 
narrowly passed by Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland’s man¬ 
agement committee 
members. 

Councillors heard how a 
balance had to be struck 
between parking charges 
and the potential adverse 
effect on the borough’s 
economy, trade and visi¬ 


tors. 

However, shortfalls in 
the parking budgets, in 
part because of the disrup¬ 
tion caused by the trans¬ 
port package, means 
shoppers could see in¬ 
creased parking charges as 
of April 2011. 

A minority of councillors 
spoke out against the pro¬ 
posals, which they be¬ 
lieved reduced the car 
parks to nothing more than 
a cash cow for WPBC. 

Councillor Christine 
James said she was not 


overly happy to raise in¬ 
come by putting up prices 
in car parks. 

“We cannot keep putting 
charges up. I do think we 
need to start listening to 
the public opinion, we’ve 
had a bad summer, with 
the transport package and 
recession, but we need to 
be looking at other ways to 
raise income,” she said. 

Councillor Kate Waller 
said: “I’m torn here, I’d 
like to say yes because 
there’s no reason to take 
your car into town, but we 


need a proper car-park 
policy. We talk about rais¬ 
ing parking charges again 
and again. I cannot agree 
with this 

cash cow of 
car park. We 
have to start 
looking radi¬ 
cally at 
this.” 

Last year 
charges were 
reduced in the town’s pe¬ 
riphery sites such as 
Swannery, Lodmoor and 
the Nothe car parks to dis¬ 
courage traffic in town. 

Short-stay parking will 
be hit the hardest, with 
prices at those same sites

seeing hikes of up to 80 
pence, bringing charges up 
to £4 for four hours. 

The management com- 
mitte e ’ s 
new vice- 
chairman, 
Councillor 
Peter Chap¬ 
man, said: 
“I’ve con¬ 
cerns about 
raising pe¬ 
riphery prices. We don’t 
want to move away from 
what we did last year in re¬ 
gard to encouraging peo¬ 
ple to park outside of 
town. 

“My instinct is to leave 
the car parking charges as 


they are this year.” 

Off-street parking cur¬ 
rently contributes £1.68 
million to WPBC’s 
budget, money used to pay 
for other council services. 
The new charges could 
bring an estimated 
£77,000 in extra income to 
WPBC. 

The price hikes could 
also compensate for the 
expected financial short¬ 
fall caused when the 
Mount Pleasant park and 
ride scheme is introduced 
next year. 


Pedestrians to 'reclaim'car-dominated Esplanade 


PLANS to help pedestrians "reclaim" Weymouth's es¬ 
planade will see 16 parking spaces lost, as the council 
try to encourage a cafe culture in the town. 

Weymouth and Portland Borough Council have 
waved through the draft plans to widen pavements 
on the sea-front to create an enlarged "sitting-out" 
area. 

It is hoped the scheme will boost trade for local busi¬ 
nesses, and enhance the esplanade experience for 
pedestrians and encourage business opportunities. 

Responding to concerns from business owners that 
they would have to financially contribute to the 
scheme, councillors at the management committee 
meeting said a reduction in licence renewal fees 


would be made available. 

Councillor Roger Allen said: "I can say that I've had 
contact with bar owners in the area that will have the 
pavement extended and they are in favour of it." 

In order to enable this work to progress, a Traffic 
Regulation Order (TRO) would be applied to the area 
between Bond Street and New Street. 

The council would be set to lose out on an estimated 
£21,000 from the initiative through the loss of 16 me¬ 
tered parking bays - dedicated disabled parking bays 
would not be affected. 

The TRO would also mean that a "No Waiting" and 
"No Loading" restriction would apply in the area. How¬ 
ever, both New Street and the area outside Marks and 


Spencer would still be available for loading. 

The pavement area between East Street to Bond 
Street has already been widened, with the second 
stage of work looking to complement this previous 
work. 

Councillor Peter Chapman, brief holder for finance 
and assets, said one of the key aims behind the 
scheme was to allow pedestrians to "reclaim" part of 
the Esplanade, which was currently dominated by ve¬ 
hicular traffic. 

He said he hoped local businesses would gain the 
most from what was one of the town's most outstand¬ 
ing locations, and would help increase the contribu¬ 
tion to the local economy. 


Jubilee service 

IN celebration of the golden jubilee of the Royal 
Naval Association Weymouth Branch a drumhead 
service to dedicate a new flag will be held at 
Nothe Fort in Weymouth, Sunday, September 
19th from 1pm. 

The service will be conducted by the Reverend 
M. Brotherton MBE BD, chaplain to HMS Drake, 
Plymouth, with musical accompaniment pro¬ 
vided by The Royal Navy Volunteer Band of RNAS 
Yeovilton. 

The day's events will include also a parade 
within Nothe Fort, the 'laying-up' of both the old 
Weymouth and old Portland's branch standards, 
and the dedication of the new Weymouth stan¬ 
dard. 

This will be followed by a march past, a short 
parade and reception to mark the event in the 
Sea Cadet Training Centre Duke of York at the 
Nothe, Weymouth. 

The event will be attended by 30 VIPs, and 
about 300 Royal Naval Association members and 
other ex-service personnel. 

Festive parking 

LATE night shoppers could benefit from free 
parking in Weymouth again this Christmas in a 
bid to boost potential trade during the festive pe¬ 
riod. 

Weymouth and Portland Council are proposing 
to enter into negotiations with the town's Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Industry and Tourism to intro¬ 
duce the scheme to help encourage the 
borough's economy. 

The proposal would see free parking on each 
Thursday evening during December in the run up 
to Christmas at an estimated cost of £6,000 the 
WPBC. 

The provision would also include the proposed 
Christmas Sparkle (formerly Shownight) which is 
planned for December 9th.

Pupils move out as radon 
gas is found in classrooms

AN INFANT school on 
Portland is set to remain 
closed for at least another 
six weeks after high lev¬ 
els of radioactive gas 
were discovered. 

Dorset County Council 
discovered the high levels 
of radon gas at Grove In¬ 
fant School during rou¬ 
tine tests in all schools on 
the island during August. 

Governors decided to 
close the school shortly 
afterwards to allow es¬ 
sential work to be carried 
outwhich will include 
under floor vents. Radon 
experts were drafted in 
this week to help with 
plans. 

Governors hope the 87 
pupils - 46 from reception 
and key stage 1 and 41 
pre-schoolers - will be 
able to return after the 
October half-term from 
their temporary class¬ 
rooms at St George’s Pri¬ 
mary School. 

Chairman of Governors 
Debbie Smith said: “We 
were notified at the end of 


August that the survey re¬ 
sults had came through 
and the school was above 
the action level for radon. 

“We had an extraordi¬ 
nary governors’ meeting 
and it was decided to 
move the pupils to an¬ 
other school. 

“We took the decision 
because if the children re¬ 
mained in the school we 
would not have been able 
to crack on and do the 


work as quickly. We want 
to get them back here as 
soon as possible. 

“We wanted to keep the 
children together to min¬ 
imise the disruption to 
their education, so they 
have the same teachers, 
same support staff, same 
classmates. It’s the same 
education experience but 
in a different environ¬ 
ment, 

“I went to the school 


and you wouldn’t know it 
was any different. All the 
staff have been fantastic 
through this and I’d like 
to thank St George’s for 
helping us out.” 

St George’s School and 
Royal Manor Arts Col¬ 
lege both showed very 
low levels of radon gas 
during the survey, with 
other Portland schools at 
lower risk now set to be 
monitored in the future. 

There are established 
procedures to limit risk to 
staff and pupils, includ¬ 
ing surveillance monitor¬ 


ing and remedial work to 
reduce the levels. 

A DCC spokesman 
said: “As part of our rou¬ 
tine health and safety as¬ 
sessment of school 
premises, we carry out 
radon testing in Dorset 
schools. 

“The Health Protection 
Agency’s advice is that 
there is no need for alarm 
or to remove children 
from school and that the 
routine should continue 
as normal.” 

Radon has no smell or 


taste and comes from the 
decay of uranium, which 
occurs naturally in rocks 
and soil. Radon is present 
in all parts of the UK, al¬ 
though the gas disperses 
naturally outdoors, so 
levels are generally very 
low. It is present in all 
buildings, so we breathe 
it naturally throughout 
our lives.

Weymouth Matters 


A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


A mound of historic rubble 


HISTORIC buildings deserve to be 
looked after, cared for and displayed as 
prominently as possible for the public to 
enjoy. 

So imagine my interest when a pen¬ 
sioner I know said that one lot of historic 
buildings in Weymouth had been put on 
show for the public....by being dumped 
in the harbour! 

We’d been chatting together opposite 
the council offices on North Quay when 
he pointed into the harbour at a huge 


mound of seaweed-covered rocks, boul¬ 
ders and blocks. 

Apparently that debris used to be part 
of ramshackle old houses some of which 
may have dated back to Tudor times. 

Conservation in about 1970 wasn’t 
what it is now and the problem of the old 
houses was solved by simply demolish¬ 
ing them, some of the debris being 
dumped in the harbour while more lorry 
loads found their way under various 
other developments in town. 


As the pensioner said: “Back then it 
was just getting rid of some run down 
houses nobody seemed to want, but do it 
now and there’d be public outcry at de¬ 
stroying important history.” 

At least the council offices, which were 
built on the old houses’ site, won’t be 
missed when their time comes to face 
demolition because the whole structure 
has less architectural and historic charm 
than the mound of harbour rubble it re¬ 
placed!

A NEW open air art exhibition in Wey¬ 
mouth — Brain Dead: A Way of Life - is 
attempting to answer the mystical ques¬ 
tion of whether some pedestrians have a 
pulse. 

The exhibition pulls no punches and ap¬ 
proaches this challenging task by using 
real pedestrians in real situations where 
motorists are invited to choose whether 
they live or die. 

It is quite a startling art form because 
the first I knew of it was when I practi¬

In front of me was a group of about five 
or six men and women holding a conver¬ 
sation in the middle of the road. 

I crawled towards them, expecting to be 
noticed and see them step out of the way 
but not a bit of it.

What’s 
more, her friends just carried on chatting. 

Thinking I was in some surreal dream,

and down on the far side beyond them. 

Still they didn’t move and, incredibly 
all conversation seemed to have stopped 
as well and they were just stood there, 
looking vacantly about. 

So, to help my fellow art lovers in case 
they are unlucky enough to go to the same 
exhibition, I hereby post its first review 
with the suggested answer that, No - 
some pedestrians don’t have a pulse al¬ 
though they could perhaps win the Turner 
Prize as an exhibit!

A EOW amount of inflatable wa¬ 
tercraft being used off Weymouth’s 
beach saw lifeguards claim their 
quietest bank holiday for years de¬ 
spite 1,000 plus beachgoers enjoy¬ 
ing the day. 

RNLI lifeguards have praised the 
safety conscious behaviour of the 
huge numbers of sun-worshippers 
making the most of the last public 
holiday of the year. 

With the lifeguard season now of¬ 
ficially closed the RNEI has had 
time to reflect on a year, which 
they believe saw lower levels of in¬ 
cidents because visitors heeded 
safety advice. 

Justin White RNEI lifeguard su¬ 
pervisor said: “‘I am delighted to 
say, that even though it was a really 
busy weekend in terms of visitor 


numbers the RNLI lifeguards pa¬ 
trolling both Weymouth main 
beach and Green Hill were not 
needed to do many water based 
rescues 

Especially remarkable was the 
lack of inflatable toys on the beach 
as there were around a 1,000 peo¬ 
ple on the beach and 200 in the 
water. 

“This is particularly gratifying 
for the lifeguards as there was an 
off shore wind - conditions in 
which the lifeguards usually spend 
a lot of time rescuing people blown 
out to sea on their inflatables.” 

Beach safety education and 
proactive actions by the RNLI life¬ 
guards were taken on board by 
beachgoers as they heeded advice 
to look out for their own safety on 


the beach by leaving their inflata¬ 
bles at home. 

Mr White said he was very im¬ 
pressed and Weymouth beach 
goers should be commended. 

Prevention is 95 per cent of the 
RNLI’s role in preventing incidents 
before they occur. 

The RNLI lifeguards finished 
their safety patrols on Weymouth 
beach last weekend. 

Last year the RNLI launched its 
South West Lifeguard Appeal, 
which aims to raise £500,000 by 
2012 towards the £5 million it 
costs to provide a lifeguard service 
on 92 beaches across the south¬ 
west.

Local retailers do well in underage drinking exercise 


WEST Dorset retailers have im¬ 
pressed trading standards fol¬ 
lowing a recent test purchase 
exercise across the county. 

Only six premises from Lyme 
Regis to Weymouth and Port¬ 
land were caught selling alco¬ 
hol to under 18s in the 
operation by Dorset County 
Council's Trading Standards 
Service (in co-operation with 
Dorset Police Licensing Offi¬ 
cers). 


With 62 premises visited in 
the operation this gives the 
West Dorset area a more than 
90 per cent success rate. 

The retailers who were 
caught selling alcohol to the 
underage volunteers were is¬ 
sued with an £80 fixed penalty 
notice and given a warning 
from Dorset Police; one prem¬ 
ises is still under investigation. 

Paul Carter, Divisional Trading 
Standards Manager for Dorset, 


said: "This was a reduction on 
last year. 

"We are very pleased with the 
results and congratulate those 
licensed premises that were 
visited by officers and did not 
sell. 

"TheTrading Standards Serv¬ 
ice has given advice and guid¬ 
ance to retailers on how to 
reduce the instances of under¬ 
age alcohol sales. 

"The results clearly demon¬ 


strate that our message is get¬ 
ting through to licence holders 
who in nearly all cases cor¬ 
rectly challenged or refused 
sales. 

"Those premises that sold al¬ 
cohol to the underage volun¬ 
teer have been dealt with by 
means of either a fixed penalty 
notice or a warning letter. One 
premises is still subject to an 
investigation." 


Arson warning 
for local farmers 

A NUMBER of high profile arson attacks 
has forced Dorset Fire and Rescue Service 
to issue a warning to farmers to be on the 
guard. 

The warning comes after crews from 
Dorchester and Bridport were called to 
tackle a bam fire, which destroyed the build¬ 
ing along with approximately 30 tonnes of 
straw and hay. 

It has led to DFRS issuing a warning to 
farmers to keep their eyes and ears open for 
possible arsonists after a spate of believed 
arson attacks across farms in Dorset. 

Area Manager, Paul Collins, said: “We are 
asking farmers to keep a close eye out for 
anything suspicious, especially unusual ac¬ 
tivity like parked cars or strangers. 

“Dorset Fire and Rescue Service would 
recommend that security lights are installed 
and that farmers regularly check their remote 
outbuildings.” 

Crews from Poole and Bere Regis were 
called to another believed arson attack at a 
farm in East Morden. On this occasion a pile 
of tyres and more than 400 bales (weighing 
approximately one tonne each) of hay were 
set alight. 

Anyone who sees something suspicious or 
persons attempting to light fires should call 
the police immediately. If you see a fire 
please call 999 and report this to the fire 
service and police with as much information 
as you can give. 

Please also remain at the scene to direct 
fire crew, where it is possible and safe to do 
so.

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Dedicated cancer unit 
for county hospital

A DEDICATED cancer ward is set 
to increase efficiency in Dorset 
County Hospital by centralising 
the service and allowing patients 
better access to experts and fellow 
sufferers. 

A review on bed capacity has 
meant plans are now in the pipeline 
to create the cancer unit by Octo¬ 
ber, following a long and difficult 
search for suitable space in the 
hospital. 

Patients and staff, keen to estab¬ 
lish a cancer unit at DCH for a 
number of years, are celebrating 
the development, although the lo¬ 
cation within the hospital is yet to 
be finalised. 

As well as the creation of the 
cancer unit, the review will lead to 
other changes within the hospital, 
which are aimed at ensuring all pa¬ 
tients receive care delivered by 
staff with the right skills in the 
right specialty area. 

Elected public governor of DCH, 
Wendy Nightingale, said: “People 
are situated in different wards 
around the hospital depending on 
what is happening to them, be it 
chemotherapy or operations. 

“The centralisation of staff will 
benefit patients because with the 


new ward there will always be a 
expert on hand to help, and you 
won’t have to search for a certain 
doctor who is visiting other wards. 

“People are saying they wish 
they had a support group and I 
think the new ward will make it 
much easier to get that and help 
people with advice. 

“My own opinion is that having 
people going through what you are 
is a great advantage, especially if 
you can talk to someone who 
knows what you are feeling.” 

Other changes being discussed 
include: Moving the medical day 
unit (Casterbridge Unit), which is 
currently situated in a separate 
building near the children’s centre, 
back into the main hospital in the 
area currently known as Evershot 
Ward. 

Relocating the pre-assessment 
unit from the short stay unit to the 
space currently occupied by the 
chronic pain service, and moving 
the chronic pain service to a more 
suitable environment in the build¬ 
ing vacated by the Casterbridge 
Unit. 

Designating 10 beds on Ridge¬ 
way Ward as a recovery area for 


short stay surgical patients to sup¬ 
port increasing numbers of day 
case procedures. 

Norma Dilby, who runs Bridport 
Breast Cancer Group, said: “It’s 
very, very encouraging I think, a 
new cancer unit for all types of 
cancer. We’ve got a very good 
breast cancer unit in Dorchester 
and we were all up in arms when it 
was mooted it was to be moved to 
Poole. 

“We had a march in Dorchester 
and had 7,000 signatures on a pe¬ 
tition and I really think it had an ef¬ 
fect and so now we are all very 
hopeful about the proposed new 
cancer unit; things are really look¬ 
ing very positive and hopefully 
everything stays in Dorchester.” 

Director of Nursing and Opera¬ 
tions Alison Tong said: “This is 
great news for patients as it means 
they can be cared for in the most 
appropriate environment by dedi¬ 
cated staff. 

“These plans incorporate a num¬ 
ber of priorities for the trust to fur¬ 
ther improve the patient experience 
and the efficiency of our services 
to secure their long-term future.”

CONTEMPORARY art is to be shown throughout Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland as part of a nine-day festival. 

Weymouth's cultural landscape is set to change as 
the traditional seaside town, famous for donkeys and 
'Punch & Judy', hosts the'b-side'Multi-Media Arts Fes¬ 
tival. 

Nationally and internationally acclaimed contem¬ 
porary artists'work, including commissions in sound, 
installation, visual art, photography and live art will 
be exhibited in unusual locations across the bor¬ 
ough.

Jane is Bridport's Town Crier and is 
doing a lot for the Hat Festival 
including workshops with older 
people and a learning disabled 
group using hats and songs. 
HAVE used hats as a therapeutic 
tool in many different settings; in 
psychiatric day hospitals, wth 
people with learning difficulties and 
with older people who have demen¬ 
tia. 

On the whole hats immediately 
lighten the mood in a group; people 
often look silly or amusing in the 
hats that I use which creates a cheer¬ 
ful and fun-filled atmosphere. Hats 
work in completely different ways to 
masks which can be very intense 
and sometimes cary. 

Hats can trigger memories and sto¬ 
ries, possibly of a different culture or 
a different era, or a story of a certain 
situation a person was once in when 
they encountered or wore a particu¬ 


lar hat. Sometimes I encourage peo¬ 
ple to make up stories of who they 
might be in a particular hat, or who 
they might meet wearing the hat. 
This can produce wonderful imagi¬ 
native tales. People have been quite 
moved by the stories that hats trig¬ 
ger, particularly if they bring up is¬ 
sues to do with relationships or 
times gone by. 

More recently I have combined the 
use of hats with song. I now have 
quite a selection of songs which fea¬ 
ture hats, some familiar and some I 
have created. I also encourage the 
group to make up their own hat 
rhymes, songs and tongue twisters. 
We have used instruments, clapping 
and rhythm to accompany these 
compositions. 

Hats have so much potential, I am 
hoping to have a hat dance or two 
ready for the weekend of the Hat 
Festival.

Lyme's Deep 
Purple tribute 


DEEPLY PURPLE, the UK's premier Deep Purple tribute band, are heading 
to Lyme Regis later this month. The band faithfully recreate Purple's guitar 
and organ driven live performances from the Seventies, that made them 
one of the most exciting groups on the planet. 

Every facet of Deep Purple's music is faithfully reproduced... and there's 
more - their mission is to go beyond the straight reproduction of the songs 
and tap into the energy and improvisation that made every Deep Purple 
live performance unique. 

The band focus on the classic 1970-1975 period, so you'll be treated to 
all the great tunes from the second and third line-ups of the band, includ¬ 
ing material from the Made in Japan and Live In London albums. However, 
if you catch one of their shows, you can also expect a little from 1984's 
Perfect Strangers and the classic Sixties single'Hush'. 

Vocalist Andy Morley joined his first band at the tender age of 15... as a 
guitarist! Unfortunately it took a couple of years before the stark realisation 
that his axework left a lot to be desired but he had a half decent larynx! 

He joined Deeply at the inception in 2003, having previously toured all 
over the UK with bands such as Traitor, Ram, Nemesis and The Legendary 
Fender Band, to name a few, he also appeared on stage in such faraway 
countries as Thailand and New Zealand. Now, thanks to DP's 2009 shows, 
he can add Russia to his CV. 

After writing or co-writing songs for most of his career, Andy freely ad¬ 
mits that being part of a tribute band is less stressful. He says: "The lyrics 
and melody lines are already there; all I gotta do now is remember them!" 

Keyboard player Duncan Gibbs learnt classical piano until the age of 21, 
which has been invaluable for working out technical bits, but then had to 
teach himself howto play without music. 

Early on, he picked up his first organ licks listening to Jon Lord, Made In 
Japan being a popular album at teenage parties at the time, and for his 
piano style he listened to Memphis Slim and Otis Spann. 

He then played in a pub blues band called London Slim for 20 years 
where he learnt how to cope with a singer who would sometimes lapse 
into an eleven and a half bar blues. He also learnt that a solo comprising 
of two or three notes can be as effective as one of 50. 

Drummer Pete O'Connell is very happy to earn a living teaching drums 
as well as playing for Deeply Purple. 

His numerous previous bands include Aeon Years, Icemon, Armistice, 
Legacy, Old no 7, Endless Party, Southerner, Rough Justice, Sweet Justice, 
Slack Sabbath and Blackest Purple. 

He also deps and does sessions for Martin Jeremiah, the Slapheads and 
the soon to be famous Almaboobies. 

Deeply Purple's guitarist is Steve Brown, who says: "Quite simply, Deep 
Purple In Rock was the first album to make the hairs stand up on the back 
of my neck and it was Ritchie Blackmore's playing that inspired me to play 
guitar. Ritchie's style has always permeated just about every music project 
I've ever done, so I guess it was inevitable that one day l'd form a Deep 
Purple tribute; I love that music so much. 

"Yep, Purple affected me in a way that no other band has before or since; 
five musicians all at the top of their game playing as if their lives depended 
on it, able to go from subtle to mind mangling in an instant as if they were 
telepathically linked (often during the same song!). 

"And the improvisation! Few bands have ever improvised around a song 
as well as Purple, it was an integral part of their music, as it is of mine." 

Andy, Duncan, Pete and Steve are joined by bassist Mick Wood, and you 
can catch the five-piece at the Marine Theate, Lyme Regis, on Saturday, 
September 25th. 

They'll be celebrating the 40th anniversary of Deep Purple In Rock with a 
special show that includes a section featuring every song from the classic 
album, as well as the very best of Deep Purple's stellar back catalogue.

Superb food and a top night out with 
friends at Dorchester's Rajpoot 

ReView by Fred Thomson 


R egarding ourselves as a group of friends who like to experiment with 
many types of Indian Cuisine on a regular basis, I took it upon myself 
to organise a trip last Tuesday evening from Lyme Regis to Dorch¬ 
ester to experience the Rajpoot Indian Restaurant, and wow was it worth 
it! 

Ten of us made the journey and were treated to one of the most amazing 
dining experiences we could have hoped for. On arrival the fresh new look 
of the modern restaurant was what caught the eye, the waiting/bar area 
was mood lit with deep purple decor, water features, mirrored ceiling and 
comfy arm chairs where we sipped on cool, crisp Indian lagers before wait¬ 
ing for our party to congregate. 

We were then shown through the deceptively long restaurant to our 
table that was laid to perfection, particularly taking note of the intricate 
details like the unique cutlery and crockery. The Menus were nicely pre¬ 
sented with an extensive list of contemporary specials accompanied with 
some more traditional favourite dishes. 

We happily munched on poppadums and chutneys, and bantered by

mouthfuls 
of lime 

pickle, but when the starters arrived and we all tucked in, a satisfying silence fell on 
our table. Truly some of the most mouth watering and succulent starters we had 
experienced. 

As the evening unfolded we enjoyed every minute and the mains were also cooked 
to perfection. We mainly chose from the specials list, as these were all meals you 
wouldn't see on more conventional menus. I chose a marinated fillet steak on a bed 
of tandoori style mash and a side of spiced ocra, which was superb as it was an Indian 
twist on an English classic. Other meals chosen included Curried (whole) lobster 
and Chicken Shaslick with Saffron Rice. 

The night was wrapped up with coffee and chocolates as everyone was too full for 
desert and the manager at the door bid us all a pleasant farewell as we left. All in all 
it was an evening to remember and I will no doubt be heading back to the Rajpoot 
very soon.

LEACH SPINS DORSET TO TITLE 


Dorset 245 (Treagus 80no, Morgan 49, Houston 5-52) 
and 262 (Denham 71) beat Lincolnshire 254 (Atri 118, 
Waller 4-96) and 118 (Leach 6-21, Treagus 2-10) by 135 runs 

A SUPERB spell of bowling on the final day by teenage bowler 
Jack Leach saw Dorset crowned Minor Counties champions at 
Dean Park in an absorbing match against Lincolnshire on 
Wednesday. 

The Fen county had no answer to left arm spinner Leach who 
scythed through the batting to claim 6-21 as Dorset swept to 
victory by 135 runs. 

Chris Park, captain in the absence of the unavailable Tom 
Hicks, won the toss and decided to bat, and a third wicket stand 
of 90 between Chris Morgan (49) and Glyn Treagus which was 
the backbone of the Dorset first innings. 

Wickets continued to tumble but a stand of 31 for the last 
wicket between Treagus, who ended 80 not out, and Mitch Wil¬ 
son (20) saw the hosts reach a respectable 245 all out. 

Lincolnshire's reply was held together by a solid century from 
former Nottinghamshire batsman Vikram Atri who was ninth 
man out for 118, after helping his team recover from 179-7 by 
adding 75 for the last three wickets to give the visitors a slender 
lead of nine on first innings. 

Max Waller with 4-96 was the most successful Dorset bowler 
with both Ed Denham and Wilson chipping in with a brace 
apiece. 

Dorset's top order gave them a solid start to their second in- 
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nings and at 116-2 but a mid-order collapse saw them struggle 
to 159-7 until Matt Metcalfe (36) was joined by Denham. They 
added 82 for the eighth wicket, and when Denham was last out 
for a magnificent 71 in a total of 262, Dorset had at least set 
their opponents a reasonable target. 

Lincolnshire on the other hand were looking to Atri to repeat 
his first innings performance, but just as he appeared to be 
making a move he was brilliantly caught by Waller for 24 leav¬ 
ing the visitors on 44-4. 

Skipper Paul Cook (18) and Liam Andrews (36) looked to re¬ 
build the innings with a half century fifth wicket stand but 
when Cook became Leach's third victim of the day, the writing 
was on the wall. 

Leach helped himself to another three wickets; fittingly fin¬ 
ishing the match by bowling Colin Cheer as the visitors finished 
118 all out. 

This was only the second time that Dorset has won the title 
since they joined the competition over a century ago, and man¬ 
ager Sean Walbridge was understandably cockahoop when he 
spoke to the View From: "Even though it was an evenly 
matched contest on the first three day, we were confident that 
bowling last, it was going to be difficult for them to chase down 
the total with us having four quality spinners. 

"Having said that, we held some good catches as well. 

"We thought we might have got over 300 in the first innings 
when Glyn, who showed superb patience and discipline, and 
Chris were going so well, but 245 was about par for the wicket. 

Matt Metcalfe and Ed Denham's second innings stand of 82 
set the match up for a great finish and gave us a chance after 
we were in trouble, and after Max got rid of Atri with a magnif¬ 
icent catch, Jack produced some superb bowling to give us a 
comfortable win in the end. 

"I think the ability for all our bowlers to chip in and take a cru¬ 
cial wicket to break a stand has been one of the strengths of a 
brilliant season."

WEYMOUTH 17pts,WIMBORNE 2nd 17pts 

THE Weymouth pitch was certainly well grassed for this open¬ 
ing league encounter of the 2010/2011 season. 

There was a gusty breeze blowing straight down it, however, 
that threatened to make throwing in at the lines out difficult, 
and the home side had it at their backs during the first period. 
The opening exchanges belonged to the visitors however.They 
pinned the home side in their own twenty two, won two penal¬ 
ties, one of which they kicked from ground and kicked it wide, 
the other they kicked to the corner. They won the ensuing li- 
neout too, only for Weymouth to drive them back, and to win 
a penalty in turn that enabled them to clear the danger. Winn- 
borne then infringed in turn, but the home place kicker was 
off target from in front, as well as with a couple of more difficult 
attempts subsequently. They were having the better of things 
in the set scrums however, but their cause was not helped 
when Carter was sent to the bin for retaliation after some 
twenty five minutes.

THE day ended with a most satisfying win for the Weymouth 
second string.

DORCHESTER Town slipped to their sixth defeat on the sea¬ 
son to remain firmly rooted to the bottom of the Blue 
Square Bet South league when Craig Stone rifled home the 
winner of this entertaining match with just eight minutes 
left. 

It looked as if the Magpies would at least earn a point 
until Ryan Hill's weak clearance from another right wing 
cross went straight to Stone on the edge of the box.
